THE  month  of  September  was  one  of  numerous  birthdays.  The 
General  Authorities  of  the  Church  were  busily  engaged  in  wishing 
each  other  a  happy  birthday.  The  following  are  the  birthdays  that 
were  celebrated: 

President  David  O.  McKay 

On  September  8  President  McKay  celebrated  his  88th  birthday. 
This  was  a  happy  occasion  as  he  has  been  feeling  in  the  best  of 
health  and  is  carrying  a  tremendous  load  of  Church  responsibilities. 
In  celebrating  his  birthday  and  giving  blessings  to  those  who  so 
dearly  love  him  he  gave  this  sound  advice  for  those  who  want  to 
live  out  their  lives  to  the  fullest.  "Worry  is  the  element  on  which 
Old  Age  thrives,  and  if  you  want  to  keep  youthful  even  when  you 
grow  old,  don't  worry."  His  sage  advice  was  to  do  what  is  necessary 
about  the  problems  at  hand  that  can  be  solved  and  "then  don't 
worry  about  that  which  you  cannot  do  something." 

President  J.  Reuben  Clark,  Jnr. 

President  Clark  celebrated  his  90th  birthday  on  September  1  and 
a  fitting  tribute  was  given  him  by  the  celebrated  news  commentator 
Lowell  Thomas.  This  is  Mr.  Thomas'  message.  "This  is  Lowell 
Thomas  in  New  York.  I've  just  heard  that  President  J.  Reuben 
Clark  is  four  score  and  10  today  —  90  years  old,  celebrating  that 
90th  birthday  right  now.  Of  the  tens  of  thousands,  perhaps  hundreds 
of  thousands,  I  have  encountered,  there  are  only  a  few,  one  here 
and  there,  who  stand  out  from  the  rest  like  a  monolith  .  .  .  Men 
of  many  years  like  President  J.  Reuben  Clark  .  .  for  example  the 
poet  Rabndaranth  Tagore,  Herbert  Hoover,  Michaelangelo  .  .  .  and 
with  this  wonderful  group  I  include  J.  Reuben  Clark  whom  I  have 
known  and  admired  for  so  many  years.  He  was  often  my  host  when 
I  visited  in  Salt  Lake  City.  You  couldn't  help  but  enjoy  his  company, 
a  magnetic  man  with  great  wisdom  and  a  rollick  sense  of  humour. 
So,  from  the  other  side  of  the  continent,  a  couple  of  thousand 
miles  away,  may  I  join  you  in  saluting  one  of  the  real  giants  of 
our  time,  J.  Reuben  Clark. 

Elder  Marion  G.  Romney  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  will  celebrate 
his  birthday  anniversary  on  September  19. 

New  Stakes  Organised 

Two  new  stakes  were  formed  this  week,  one  in  Berlin,  Germany, 
and  the  other  in  North  Carolina,  U.S.A.,  making  a  total  of  335 
in  the  Church.  The  Berlin  Stake,  first  in  Germany,  was  formed 
on  September  10,  under  the  direction  of  Elder  Delbert  L.  L.  Stapley, 
of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  and  consists  of  three  wards  and 
three  branches  with  a  total  membership  of  1,061.  It  is  confined 
entirely  to  the  free  city  of  West  Germany. 

Convert  —  Baptisms  Reach  All  Time  High 

The  remarkable  climb  of  the  Church  in  converts  during  1961 
continued  throughout  July  with  totals  in  stakes  and  missions 
reaching  an  all-time  high  of  47,912  converts  for  the  first  seven 
months  of  the  year.  Credit  for  this  proselyting  work  goes  to  16,224 
missionaries  in  the  stakes  and  missions.  According  to  the  July 
report,  there  are  9,018  full-time  and  904  part-time  missionaries  in 
the  62  missions  around  the  world  and  6,302  stake  missionaries  doing 
part-time  work  in  the  332  stakes  of  the  Church. 
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The   Mysterious 
Dark   Continent 


WHEN  people  talk  of  Africa 
they  immediately  think  of  a 
place  populated  by  natives  of 
assorted  sizes,  and  thoughts  of 
thick  vegetation  and  densely 
covered  jungle  enter  their  minds. 
When  the  name  of  a  town  or  city 
is  mentioned  they  imagine  lions 
running  loose  in  the  streets  ready 
to  eat  any  unsuspecting  traveller 
that  should  unfortunately  happen 
to  get  in  his  road. 

But  what  is  the  real  Africa? 
What  are  the  people  like  and  what 
is  their  country  really  composed 
of?  These  are  the  questions  that 
must  be  answered  by  the  inquiring 
investigator  before  a  fair  appraisal 
can  be  made.  Let  us  go  back  into 
history  and  examine  the  first 
settling  of  this  Dark  Continent. 

In  the  early  history  of  civilisa- 
tion the  centres  of  population  were 
around  the  mediterranian  sea  and 
in  the  eastern  parts  of  the  world 
— India  and  China.  Europe  was 
being  populated  and  extensive 
trade  was  being  carried  on  be- 
tween the  European  countries  and 
the  Far  East.  The  riches  of  the 
East  were  for  ever  in  demand  and 
the  rich  spices  and  silks  were 
becoming  more  and  more  enticing 
to  the  people.  The  only  trouble 
was  that  for  the  European  people 
to  get  their  spices  and  supplies 
they  had  to  go  over  land  to 
India  for  them  and  the  everyday 
means  of  camel  transport  was 
very  slow  and  expensive.  The 
caravans  had  to  go  over  miles  of 
infested  dirt  routes  and  these 
required  protection  making  the 
cost  of  transportation  far  above 
the  reach  of  the  everyday  trader. 
There  had  to  be  an  easier  way! 

The  country  that  came  into  light 
as  leading  in  exploration  was 
Portugal    In  the   1400's  Portugal's 


Prince  Henry  set  about  encourag- 
ing the  arts  of  navigation.  He 
became  so  famous  for  this  that  he 
received  the  title  of  "Navigator". 
Many  different  expeditions  were 
sent  out,  all  with  the  one  purpose 
in  mind,  finding  a  way  to  India. 

The  first  expedition  that  had 
any  success  at  all  was  led  by 
Bartholomew  Diaz,  who  left  with 
three  small  ships,  the  largest  only 
50  tons.  Diaz  left  Lisbon  in  1486 
and  sailed  slowly,  hugging  the 
coast  all  the  way.  When  they 
reached  the  mouth  of  the  Orange 
River  a  storm  drove  the  ships  off 
their  course  and  they  rounded  the 
Cape  without  knowing  it.  Diaz 
realised  what  had  happened  when 
he  put  into  Mossel  Bay  for  water. 
He  noticed  that  the  coast  was 
taking  a  north-westward  turn. 
They  sailed  on  for  another  three 
days,  bur,  due  to  illness  and  lack 
of  provisions  they  had  to  turn 
back.  On  his  return  journey  he 
sighted  the  Cape,  which  he  named 
the  Cape  of  Storms,  but  King 
John,  confident  that  the  sea  route 
to  India  was  within  reach,  re- 
named it  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 

In  1500  Bartholomew  Diaz,  with 
a  fleet  bound  for  India,  tried  a 
repeat  performance,  but  was  once 
again  caught  in  a  storm  and 
driven  from  his  course — this  time 
to  perish  in  the  ocean. 

But  progress  was  not  to  stop 
with  the  death  of  Diaz,  and 
another  explorer  by  the  name  of 
Vasco  da  Gama  set  out  on  July  8, 
1497,  to  discover  a  way  to  the 
Indies.  When  he  reached  the  Cape 
Verda  Islands  he  sailed  due  south 
for  93  days.  Vasco  da  Gama 
rounded  rhe  Cape  in  good  weather, 
passed  along  the  southern  coast, 
and  sailed  beyond  the  point  Diaz 
had  reacned. 
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On  December  25,  he  sighted  the 
beautiful  coast  of  Natal,  to  which 
he  gave  this  name  in  memory  of 
the  day  on  which  Christian  men 
first  saw  it.  After  this  he  put  out 
to  sea  again,  stopping  only  to  get 
fresh  water  and  to  refit  his  ships. 
When  Da  Gama  reached  Mozam- 
bique they  were  met  by  people 
dark  of  colour,  wearing  cotton- 
striped  garments  and  silken  tur- 
bans, and  had  daggers  at  their 
sides.  After  stopping  here  he  went 
on  to  Calicut  on  May  16,  1498.  He 
sailed  home  with  a  cargo  said  to 
be  60  times  tho  cost  of  the 
expedition. 

However,  the  Portugese  were  not 
to  be  leading  traders  of  the  world 
and  after  the  defeat  of  the 
Spanish  Armada  the  Dutch  sailors 
began  to  take  over  the  shipping 
routes.  The  Dutch  were  rivalled 
by  the  English  and  in  the  1600's 
many  vessels  wore  seen  sailing  past 
the  Cape. 

With  the  increase  of  travel 
around  the  Cape  it  became  neces- 
sary that  a  settlement  be  estab- 
lished there  to  provide  some  kind 
of  testing  point  for  the  sailors  and 
a  point  where  the  ships  could  take 
on  fresh  supplies. 

Jan  van  Riebeeck  was  chosen  to 
be  Commander  of  an  expedition 
to  establish  a  colony  at  the  Cape 
and  on  Christmas  Eve,  1651,  he 
sailed  from  Holland  with  three 
ships  for  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 
He  arrived  on  April  6,  1652.  Van 
Riebeeck  had  orders  from  the 
Dutch  East  India  Company  to 
establish  a  settlement  as  a  depot 
for    provisions    for    the    passing 


ships  H3  also  built  a  fort  to  house 
70-80  men,  with  a  hospital 
attached  for  sick  sailors.  To  begin 
with  they  had  some  trouble  with 
the  Hottentots  —  a  native  tribe  — 
but  the  settlements  in  South 
Afrcia  had  begun. 

With  the  increase  of  population 
that  continued  to  flow  in,  the 
colony  began  to  spread  out  in  all 
directions.  These  people  were 
mostly  Dutch  and  they  were  the 
only  nationality  until  1795,  when 
the  British  came  and  took  over 
occupation  of  the  Cape.  The  war 
in  Europe  had  weakened  the 
Dutch  to  an  extent  which  enabled 
the  English  to  walk  in  and  take 
control   o;   Africa. 

Many  British  settlers  came  and 
began  to  mix  with  the  original 
Dutch  settlers  but  the  Dutch  were 
not  easily  swayed  and  they  tended 
to  remain  apart  from  them  result- 
ing in  a  definite  division  between 
the  Dutch  and  English.  As  things 
went  from  bad  to  worse  the 
Dutch  decided  to  leave  the  Cape. 
They  trekked  into  the  wilderness 
and  formed  several  colonies 
further  inland.  Many  of  these 
later  developed  into  what  are  the 
main  centres  of  South  African 
modern   day   societies. 

And  so  we  see  the  birth  of  a 
new  nation.  They  had  many 
troubles  to  overcome  with  the  ever 
threatening  native  tribes  but  these 
were  eventually  overruled.  As  the 
people  settled  down  they  began  to 
take  complete  control  of  the 
country.  As  a  result  we  have  today 
one  of  the  loveliest  countries  in 
the  world  .  .  .  SOUTH  AFRICA.

TRAVEL 


THE  momentous  job  of  covering 
the  entire  mission  to  visit 
with  the  different  branches  of  the 
Church  and  missionaries  is  one 
that  en tabs  travel  through  three 
countres  and  which  would  chal- 
lenge pven  the  most  energetic  of 
men.  To  give  one  some  idea  of 
the  problems  cl  communication 
that  exists  in  the  mission  just 
picture  the  problems  that  are 
involve"  each  time  the  President 
and  his  wife  have  to  go  through 
customs  just  to  get  into  the  dif- 
ferent countries.  The  countries  that 
are  generally  covered  in  the  South 
African  Mission  are  the  Republic 
of  South  Africa,  Southern  Rhode- 
sia, and  Northern  Rhodesia.  These 
countries  all  have  their  own  parti- 
cular peculiarities  and  problems. 
When  one  compares  the  size  of  the 
mission  and  the  problems  involved 
in  the  mileage  that  must  be 
covered  before  the  entire  mission 
can  be  toured  one  gets  a  frighten- 
ing picture  of  travel  through 
jungle  and  desert. 

If  we  take  the  farthest  branch, 
which  is  in  Northern  Rhodesia — 
the  Copper  Belt  Branch  — and 
compare  it  with  the  Southern-most 
branch  at  Cape  Town  —  the  Mow- 
bray Branch  —  we  find  a  total 
distance  of  2,600  miles  between 
the  two.  One  can  in  this  manner 
get  a  fairly  good  idea  of  the 
problems  that  are  encountered  in 
mission  travel.  There  are  19 
branches  throughout  the  entire 
mission  plus  an  additional  five 
home  Sunday  Schools. 


From  the  headquarters  of  the 
mission  in  Johannesburg  the 
mission  president  must  travel 
great  distances  to  reach  the  out- 
lying branches.  The  following  is 
a  list  of  the  distances  involved 
which  must  be  travelled  in  order 
to  visit  the  branches:

The  rest  of  the  branches  are 
closer  in  and  are  easier  to  visit 
but  nevertheless  the  mission  is 
one  that  requires  a  president  who 
has  the  stamina  of  a  Goliath.  In 
a  sense  the  mission  also  includes 
the  rest  of  the  African  continent. 
Whenever  there  is  a  member  in 
any  part  of  Africa  and  they  need 
anything,  they  automatically  con- 
tact the  South  African  Mission. 
It  is  not  uncommon  for  the 
mission  to  receive  referrals  as  far 
away  as  Casablanca,  but  the 
missionaries  are  only  active  work- 
ing in  the  three  previously  men- 
tioned countries.  And  so  this  is  the 
mission  that  is  building  the  king- 
dom of  God  in  Africa.

WHEN  one  learns  of  Africa  one  automatically  thinks  of  the  native 
living  in  a  grass  hut  in  the  middle  of  densely  covered  jungle. 
One  has  clear  pictures  of  the  big  game  hunter  stalking  his  game 
through  the  jungle  with  his  native  train  of  servants  following  him. 
This  is  the  picture  that  many  people  automatically  imagine  of  Africa. 
But  Africa  is  not  that  at  all  but  is  a  well  settled  continent  of  mixed 
races.  Here  is  the  native  African  who  was  the  first  one  to  inhabit  the 
continent  and  next  to  him  is  the  white  man.  Here  are  people  whose 
hopes  and  dreams  are  centred  in  this,  their  continent.  This  is  their 
home  and  they  are  going  to  make  the  best  of  it.  There  is  nation  pride 
exhibited  here.  The  people  are  proud  of  this  their  homeland  and  they 
are  determined  to  build  it  into  one  of  the  greatest  countries  in  the 
worla. 

But  this  building  and  pride  is  not  confined  to  the  people  and  their 
country  alone  for  along  with  this  kind  of  pride  that  exists  for  one's 
country  the  same  type  of  attitude  is  exhibited  in  the  church.  There  is 
a  spirit  of  growth  that  has  never  before  been  felt  in  the  mission. 
There  are  hundreds  of  new  people  joining  the  church  and  they  want 
the  best  and  nothing  but  the  best  to  be  theirs  for  a  kingdom,  and  this 
kind  of  attitude  is  responsible  for  the  mighty  growth  in  buildings  in 
the  mission. 

Let's  go  back  in  years  to  the  past  and  follow  the  development  of 
the  church  up  to  the  present  day.  In  1916  the  first  permanent  mission 
home  was  purchased  in  Cape  Town.  It  came  to  acquire  the  name  of 
Cumorah.  This  was  a  big  step  forward  for  the  work  of  the  mission. 
Now  there  was  a  permanent  place  to  conduct  the  business  of  the 
mission.  Here  was  the  place  where  the  building  of  the  kingdom  in  this 
far  distant  land  was  to  take  place.  Another  great  step  forward  was 
taken  in  1925  when  President  Wyley  Sessions  dedicated  the  first  chapel 
in  Johannesburg.  On  February  1,  1925  the  saints  were  gathered  to 
witness  the  dedication  of  the  Ramah  Chapel.  Now  the  people  on  the 
Transvaal  had  a  place  that  they  could  call  their  own. 

The  years  flew  past  and  in  1953  the  Saints  were  blessed  by  a  visit 
by  the  beloved  Prophet  President  and  Sister  David  O.  McKay.  This 
was  the  fulfilment  of  the  dreams  of  many  of  the  saints  who  had 
faithfully  awaited  his  visit.  Here  in  the  furthermost  mission  from 
Church  headquarters  had  come  God's  Prophet 

On  July  11,  1954  the  Saints  in  Springs  were  gathered  together  to 
witness  the  dedication  of  their  new  chapel.  President  Le  Roy  H.  Duncan 
was  the  presiding  authority  who  did  the  dedicating. 
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In  1958  the  mission  was  visited  by  Elder  Harold  B.  Lee  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  and  his  wife.  During  the  lapse  of  time  between 
President  and  Sister  McKay's  visit  and  that  of  Elder  Lee's  the  building 
of  chapels  had  gone  steadily  ahead  and  Elder  Lee  was  called  upon  to 
dedicate  a  number  of  lovely  buildings.  The  first  was  the  dedication  of 
the  new  Chapel  in  Johannesburg  on  October  5,  1958.  Following  that 
was  the  dedication  of  the  Durban  Chapel  on  October  12,  1958,  and  then 
the  dedication  of  the  Port  Elizabeth  Chapel  on  Octobere  14,  1958.  It 
can  be  said  that  1958  was  a  year  of  great  rejoicing  for  the  Saints 
throughout  Africa. 

But  not  to  be  content  with  the  past  the  year  of  1961  rolled  around 
and  it  was  needful  that  another  General  Authority  should  visit  Africa 
to  bless  the  saints  and  to  dedicate  another  lovely  building.  On  March  22, 
1961,  Elder  and  Sister  Hugh  B.  Brown  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
arrived  in  Johannesburg.  Here  was  a  visit  that  would  take  him  all  over 
the  mission  and  in  March  Elder  Brown  dedicated  the  Chapel  in 
Bloemfontein.  Here  is  a  modern  chapel  situated  in  a  lovely  town  in 
the  Free  State.  So  here  is  the  past.  The  accomplishment  of  what  is 
hoped  will  be  the  foundation  of  the  future,  but  what  about  the  future 
and  what  does  it  hold  in  store  for  the  Saints? 

Never  to  be  content  with  the  past  the  saints  are  planning  for  the 
future.  There  has  been  purchased  or  is  in  the  process  of  being  purchased 
building  lots  in  the  cities  of  Bulawayo,  Salisbury,  Pietermaritzburg, 
East  London,  Welkom,  East  Rand,  Krugersdorp,  Pretoria  and  the 
Copper  Belt.  Of  these  branches  the  plans  for  the  future  chapels  in 
Bulawayo,  Salisbury,  East  London,  Welkoms,  Krugersdorp  and  Pretoria 
have  been  submitted  to  the  church  building  committee  in  Salt  Lake 
and  the  Saints  are  only  awaiting  permission  to  begin  building. 

The  branches  that  have  had  their  chapels  built  for  some  time  are 
running  into  the  problem  of  not  having  enough  room  to  accommodate 
their  members  and  as  a  result  of  this  they  are  being  forced  to  enlarge 
their  buildings.  The  plans  for  the  enlarging  of  the  Durban  and  Port 
Elizabeth  chapels  are  all  ready  in  Salt  Lake  awaiting  approval  and 
Mowbray  and  Ramah  branches  are  working  on  plans  to  enlarge  theirs. 
This  is  the  hope  for  the  future  months  and  years.  But  what  does  the 
future  hold  in  store  for  the  Saints  in  this  far  distant  mission  only 
God  knows,  but  if  the  faith  of  the  members  is  a  sign  to  go  by,  the 
South  African  Mission  will  become  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  Church. 


And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  let  all  my  saints  come  from  afar. 
And  send  ye  swift  messengers,  yea,  chosen  messengers,  and  say  unto 
them:  Come  ye,  with  all  your  gold,  and  your  silver,  and  your  precious 
stones,  and  with  all  your  antiquities;  and  with  all  who  have  knowledge 
of  antiquities,  that  will  come,  may  come,  and  bring  the  box-tree,  and 
the  fir-tree,  and  the  pine-tree,  together  with  all  the  precious  trees  of 
the  earth. 

And  with  iron,  with  copper,  and  with  brass,  and  with  zinc,  and  with 
all  your  precious  things  of  the  earth;  and  build  a  house  to  my  name, 
for  the  Most  High  to  dwell  therein.

3.  If  my  teacher  asks  the  class 
to  meet  early,  I  will  be  on  time, 
walk  into  the  room  quietly,  and 
obey  the  teacher.  If  I  am  to  go 
directly  to  the  chapel,  I  will  sit 
quietly  and  listen  to  the  prelude 
music.  It  will  help  me  to  feel  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  and  will  allow 
others  the  same  privilege. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  seeing 
your  family  at  the  Primary  Family 
Hour.

The  following  suggestions  of 
ways  that  parents  can  work  with 
the  Primary  were  made  by  Presi- 
dent David  O.  McKay  at  a  Primary 
conference  in  the  tabernacle. 

Ways     That     Parents     Can    Work 
With    the   Primary 

First:  Encourage  the  children  to 
attend  regularly,  reminding  them 
of  the  hour,  and  making  the  neces- 
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sary  arrangements  and  prepara- 
tions for  them  to  attend. 

Second:  Admonish  them  to  be 
respectful  of  their  teachers,  to 
observe  orderly  deportment  in  the 
classes  and  in  the  building  in 
which  the  session  is  held.  Once 
again  I  make  the  appeal  to 
teachers  and  to  mothers,  and  to 
the  boys  and  girls,  to  retain  good 
order  and  discipline  in  the 
Primary  classes.  No  virtue  is  more 
important  to  be  developed  in  the 
minds  and  in  the  hearts  and  lives 
of  the  little  boys  and  girls  than 
the  desire  to  respect  the  feelings 
of  others.  They  may  do  that  by 
ceasing  from  whispering,  restrain- 
ing their  desires  to  talk  or  to  act 
disorderly  Parents  can  help  in 
this. 

Third:  Inquire  upon  the  chil- 
dren's return  home  about  the 
lesson  given,  the  songs  sung,  and 
other  features  of  class  activity. 

Fourth:  Parents  may  contribute 
and  help  by  attending  branch 
entertainments  and  meetings  held 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Primary 
workers. 

Fifth:  And  not  least  important. 
Make  an  occasional  visit  to  the 
Primary  weekly  class  to  see  what 
control  and  interest  the  teacher 
has  in  your  boys  and  girls. 

I  have  been  Primary  president 
for  almost  two  years  now,  and 
during  that  time  it  has  amazed 
me  to  see  how  wonderfully  our 
Primary  has  progressed,  although 
our  numbers  have  not  swelled  too 
much,  our  children  come  regularly, 
and  the  teachers  are  a  wonderful 
lot.  There  are  three  mothers,  one 
granny  and  three  young  people 
who  teach  the  little  ones  their 
lessons  at  Primary. 

When  I  was  first  asked  to  take 
the  position  of  Primary  president, 
I  had  only  been  a  member  of  this 
marvellous  church  for  eight 
months  and  I  had  never  taught  a 
class  before.  It  is  wonderful  to  me 
how  quickly  I  learnt  (with  much 
prayer)  and  what  a  lot  I  did  learn 
from  these  lovely  children. 

Each  one  of  my  faithful  teachers 
prepares   their   lessons   in   such   a 


way  as  to  make  it  most  interesting 
for  the  children.  The  lesson  books 
prepared  by  the  General  Board 
are  a  wonderful  help,  and  each 
class  has  its  visual  aids,  and  the 
older  boys  and  girls  work  for  their 
awards  with  a  great  deal  of 
enthusiasm. 

When  the  children  practise  for 
their  programme,  they  do  it  whole- 
heartedly, and  my  Activity  Coun- 
cellor.  Sister  Helene  Theys,  is 
wonderful  in  the  way  she  teaches 
the  new  songs  of  the  programme 
to  even  the  littlest  child  with  the 
help  of  visual  aids  and  a  great 
deal  of  patience. 

Although  the  children  have 
lessons  to  learn  at  Primary,  they 
also  have  their  activity  periods, 
their  nature  walks  and  their  class 
parties,  which  come  around  as 
regularly  as  their  lessons. 

If  only  parents  would  realize 
how  very  important  Primary  is  to 
their  little  ones,  I  am  sure  not  one 
child  would  be  lost.  With  the 
Junior  Sunday  School,  Primary 
lays  down  the  very  foundations 
for  our  young  children  to  follow 
the  gospel  path,  and  in  so  doing 
learn  more  about  our  Heavenly 
Father  and  His  wonderful  Plan 
of  Salvation  for  all  of  us,  and  so 
learn  to  love  Him  with  their  whole 
hearts. 

I  do  so  hope  each  parent  will 
take  to  heart  President  McKay's 
suggestions  and  wise  counsel,  and 
put  them  really  into  action  and 
not  jus*-  think  about  them. 

I  am  very  grateful  that  the 
"Cumorah  Southern  Messenger" 
has  given  me  this  space  in  their 
magazine,  and  I  hope  and  prav 
that  what  I  have  said  here  will 
urge  all  parents  to  bring  or  send 
their  children  to  Primary  to  learn 
these  wonderful  lessons  and  so 
prepare  the  boys  for  priesthood 
and  the  girls  for  home-makers  and 
mothers,  the  most  marvellous 
career  a  girl  can  ever  wish  to 
hold.
